Mr*  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Report  for  1955. 

The  Vital  Statistics  show  little  change  from  last 
year,  the  biggest  variation  being  the  infantile  death- 
rate*  This  is  slightly  higher  than  average  for  the 
County  and  the  country  as  a whole. 

Apart  from  the  measles  epidemic  in  the  Spring  and 
Summer,  there  have  been  no  serious  outbreaks  of  infectious 
disease.  The  number  of  cases  of  poliomyelitis  was  not 
unduly  high,  although  it  is  hoped  that  when  vaccination 
against  poliomyelitis  is  generally  adopted,  the  incidence 
will  be  very  much  less. 

There  has  been  a lot  of  talk  in  public  health  circles 
of  recent  years  about  looking  for  nev/  fields  of  Public 
' Health  to  cultivate*  In  Chanctonbury  Rural  District  we 
already  have  fields  v/hich  are  growing  weeds  faster  than 
we  can  cultivate  them,  I refer  to  tv/o  fund.amental  Public 
Health  problems:  disposal  of  household  refuse  and  sewage. 
The  latter,  particularly,  is  becoming  increasingly 
difficult.  The  population  of  the  Rural  District  has 
increased  tremend.ously  during  the  last  ten  years,  due 
largely  to  house-building.  Many  of  these  nev/  properties 
have  been  drained  into  cesspools  and  into  our  ’'main 
drainage”  systems  which,  apart  from  that  at  Storrington, 
are  antique  and.  insanitary.  Consequently  the  amount  of 
cesspool  emptying  has  taxed  the  resources  of  the  Council 
to  the  utmost,  During  the  year,  7? 123? 200  gallons  of 
sewage  from  cesspools  was  disposed  of.  Yi/ork  upon  sewage 
outfall  works  and  the  sev/ering  of  Brambor  and  Deeding, 
and  alterations  to  parts  of  the  Steyning  sewers  commenced 
at  the  end  of  November,  and  should  be  completed  by  the 
end  of  1957»  I sincerely  hope  that  the  schemes  prepared 
and-  approved  for  Henfiold  and  Pulborough  will  soon  be 
started. 


I wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Comraittee  for  their  support  during  the  year,  and. 
especially  I should  like  to  thank  Mr.  Brookway  and  the 
staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  their  co- 
operation.

During  July,  1955  the  East  Sussex  Mass  X-ray  unit 
visited  Shoreham  and  operated  for  11  days  at  St,  Vifilfreds

\'Vhat  is  being  done  to  combat  these  two  very  serious 
diseases?  The  fight  against  Tuberculosis  shov/s  more 
prospect  of  better  results  in  the  immediate  future,  as 
we  are  armed  with  the  Icnowledge  of  how  to  prevent  this 
disease,  even  if  our  results  up  to  now  have  not  been 
very  successful.  Our  main  lines  of  attach  are:- 

1.  Energetic  treatment  of  all  Icnov/n  cases. 

This  is  being  done  very  successfully,  with  the  new 
drugs  at  our  disposal,  and  improved  techniques  of 
thoracic  surgery. 

2.  Early  detection  of  cases,  and  isolation  of 
infectious  cases.  Early  detection  has  been  assisted  by 
Mass  X-ray;  unfortunately,  the  application  of  this  is 
limited.  To  be  really  effective,  all  the  adults  and 
adolescents  in  the  country  would  have  to  be  x-rayed 
every  6 months.  This  is  clearly  impossible.  It  might 
well  be  that  better  results  would  be  obtained  if  each 
x-ray  department  in  general  hospitals  was  equipped  v/ith 
a miniature  camera  to  which  large  numbers  of  ''doubtful'* 
cases  could  be  referred  by  General  Practitioners,  I'Vhy 
is  this  not  done?  Largely,  a shortage  of  £.s.d.  Even 
if  this  was  possible,  we  would  have  no  powers  to  see 
that  it  was  used,  but  could  only  rely  on  the  publio- 
spiritedness  and  common  sense  of  the  public, 

I feel  that  much  more  use  could  be  made  of  slcin- 
testing  as  a diagnostic  aid.  If  all  children  v/ere 
skin-tested  from  the  ago  of  6 months,  and  the  families 
of  all  strong  reactors  investigated,  as  many  cases 
would  be  brought  to  light  as  by  mass  x-ray.  This  is 
not  at  present  being  done  because  we  have  no  suitable 
administrative  set  up. 

B,  G.G,  vaccination  is  now  being  offered  to  school 
leavers.  It  is  estimated  that  this  will  cut  down  the 
incidence  of  Tuberculosis  in  these  ago  groups  by  a half. 

Our  only  hope  of  reducing  the  amount  of  lung  cancer 
is  by  intensifying  our  efforts  in  the  clean  air  campaign, 
and  by  advising  smokers  to  give  ujo  their  cigarette- 
smoking  habits.  To  persuade  habitually  heavy  smokers  is 
a pretty  hopeless  task;  even  so,  we  should  do  our 
utmost  to  prevent  the  young  from  taking  up  the  habit.

From  timo  to  time,  apparently— new  diseases  come  to 
light.  Some  of  these  diseases  frequently  turn-out  to  he 
not  '’new'*,  hut  conditions  y/hich  have  always  existed 
under  the  name  of  a similar  diseaso,  ^until  some  particu- 
larly heen  observer  toolc  note  of  their  differences. 


In  mid-Sussex  one  of  these  ’’new”  diseases  has  been 
recognized  by  Dr,  Trevor  Mann,  Paediatrician  to  the 
Royal  Alexandra  Hospital  for  Sick  Children,  Brighton. 

This  disease,  which  is  called  "Gold  Injnry  in  tho  Newborn'’, 
has  undoubtedly  been  causing  deaths  among  newborn  babies 
which  have  hitherto  been  attributed  to  broncho-pneumonia. 

It  is  fairly  clear  now  that  this  is  a disease  entirely  in 
itself,  and  is  caused  by  nev/born  babies  becoming  cold. 

This  invariably  takes  place  during  a spell  of  cold 
weather,  and  a usual  story  is  that  the  baby  v/as  in  a room 
with  a coal  fire  burning,  and  the  fire  went  out  during 
the  night.  The  baby  is  found  to  be  literally  ’’cold”, 
and  if  its  temperature  falls  below  96deg.p.  the  process 
is  usually  irreversible  and  the  baby  dies. 


Tho  remedy  for  this  is  prevention.  It  is  up  to 
every  mother  to  see  that  some  form  of  heating  is  kept 
going  at  all  times  in  tho  room  containing  her  newborn 
baby,  and  tho  temperature  should  not  bo  allowed  to  fall 
below  65deg.F.  During  the  confinement  tho  room 
temperature  should  be  maintained  at  yodog.P, 


There  is  very  little  accurate  information  available 
as  to  the  usual  temperatures  prevailing  in  rooms  used 
for  homo  confinements.  With  the  aid  of  instruments 
kindly  loaned  by  the  South-Eastern  Gcis  Board,  I was  able 
+ continuous  recordings  of  temperatures  in  rooms 

tcU\.en  at  ^ random,  and  the  recordings  v/ere  started  as  soon 
ao  the  miawife  was  first  called  to  tho  confinements, 
continuing  for  24  hours  or  so.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OP  HEALTH  SERVICES 

FOR  THE  AREA 

Hospitals 

A oomprehensive  hospital  and  specialist  service  is 
provided  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board.  Doctors  can 
arrange  whatever  forms  of  treatment  are  needed  for 
their  patients  in  general  or  special  hospitals,  whether 
as  in-patients  or  out-patients.  Hospital  accommodation 
of  a private  nature  is  available  in  certain  circum- 
stances, subject  to  appropriate  charges.  All  types  of 
cases  are  thus  provided  for  - medical,  surgical,  maternity, 
infectious  diseases,  and  those  requiring  sanatorium  or 
mental  hospital  treatment. 

Nursing 

General  District  Nurses,  Midwives,  Health  Visitors 
and  School  Nurses  are  employed  by  the  West  Sussex  County 
Council  to  serve  in  the  area.  Lists  shov/ing  names  and 
addresses  of  these  nurses  may  be  seen  at  County 
Libraries, , Town  Halls,  or  Offices  of  local  District 
Councils,  and  the  Public  Health  Department,  County  Hall, 
Chichester. 

Ambulance  Service 


Acting  as  agents  for  the  County  Council,  the 
St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  and  British  Red  Cross  Society 
operate  the  Ambulance  and  Hospital  Car  Service  in  the 
County.  Calls  for  an  ambulance  are  made  through  the 
doctor  or  nurse  in  attendance  on  the  case,  or  through  the 
Police  or  public  in  case  of  accidents  or  other  emergencies. 

Laboratory  Service 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  the  Royal  Sussex 
County  Hospital,  Eastern  Road,  Brighton  7 carries  out  all 
public  health  work  for  the  Council,  including  examina- 
tions of  v/ater,  milk  and  ice-creams,  ear,  nose  and  throat 
sv/abs,  specimens  of  excreta  and  bacteriological  examina- 
tion of  food.

All  the  parishes  in  the  area  except  Stoyning, 

Brainber  and  Upper  Beeding,  have  a piped  supply  of  main 
water  obtained  from  the  Uorth-West  Sussex  Joint  Water 
Board  bores  situated  at  NutbournCy  Smock  Alley,  V/est 
Chiltington,  Washington  and  Storrington. 

Steyning,  Bramber  and  Upper  Beeding  have ^ a piped 
supply  froiii  the  Steyning  Watorv/orks  Go.  , obtained  at  the 
Steyning  Waterworks  situated  in.  Upper  Beeding.  Steyning 
Waterworks  Go.  also  supply  some  of  the  water  used  in  the 
parishes  of  Henfield,  Shermanbur y and  Woodmancote  (the 
North-West  Sussex  Joint  Water  Board’s  mains  are  also 
connected  to  the  main  supply  serving  these  parishes). 

Chemical  and  bacteriological  samples  are  the 
responsibility  of  the  North  West  Sussex  Joint  Water  Board, 
but  a sample  is  taken  by  the  Local  Authority  once  a month 
at  random  throughout  the  district  from  premises  supplied 
by  a main  supply;  these  have  proved  to  be  satisfactory 
in  every  case. 

^In  addition,  monthly  samples  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  two  samples  for  chemical  analysis  were 
obtained  by  the  Public  Health  Department  from  the  source, 
and  off  main,  of  the  Steyning  Waterworks  Company.  All 
the  results  were  satisfactory. 

Private  Water  Sources 


Three  sajnples  of  water  v/ere  taken  from  private  sources 
serving  three  houses,  and  were  submitted  to  the  Public 
Analyst  for  examination.

There  are  main  drainage  systems  serving  the  major 
part  of  Plenfield,  Storrington  and  Steyning.  The  main 
drainage  at  Storrington  is  the  only  modern  and  satisfactory 
system.  The  systems  serving  Henfield  and  Steyning  leave 
much  to  be  desired,  particularly  regarding  the  treatment 
of  the  sewage  and  the  outfall  of  the  sev/age  effluent 
which  finds  its  way  by  various  routes  into  the  River  Adur.

In  addition  to  the  main  drainage  areas,  many  of 
the  Council  Housing  Estates  are  sewered  to  disposal 
plants  situated  on  the  Estates. 

Work  upon  sewage  outfall  v/orks  and  the  sewering 
of  Brambor  and  Upper  Boeding,  and  alterations  to  parts 
of  the  Steyning  sev/ers,  comiuenced  at  the  end  of  November 
and  should  be  completed  by  the  end  of  1957. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  schemes  prepared  and  approved 
for  Henfield  and  Pulborough  will  also  soon  be  placed  in 
hand.
